.to victory the police officers of 
Los Angeles county on August 
1st will inaugurate a neWs unified 
program of speed law enforce¬ 
ment. The program provides: 

1 During daylight hours a 
30-milp-an-hour speed limit will 
be enforced in all' business and 
residential districts: 2 At 

night a 2.'jmile-an-hour speed 
limit will be in effect in all busi¬ 
ness and residential districts; 3 
In all ca.ses the speeJ of an 
automobile must not be greater 
than is reasonable or prudent for 
safety as provided in section 510 
of the State Motor Vehicle Code. 
Under this section any speed may 
be too fa-st for safety and may 
result in reckle.ss driving charge. 

The purpose, as outlined by the 
Peace Officers Traffic Council 
through which the program was 
instigated are these: 1 To 
"back up” the men and women 
w'ho are fighting and working for 
victory rather than to “crack 
down” on motorists; 2 - - To 
save men and women from in¬ 
juries on the home front so that 
more tools of victory may be 
provided for the men on the 
fighting fronts. 


In the fiscal year just ended, 
your government spent a little 
over SO billions of dollars, more 
than it ever spent in a year. 
Getting it right down to home, 
that means $615.39 for every man 
woman or child in the country, 
and while you may not be too 
pleased with the amount of 
money you’re paying in taxes, 
the chances are pretty strong 
that you are not paying at that 
rate for you and your wife and 
the kiddies.
